DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is to inform the Applicant that the Notice of Allowability mailed on 
05/9/2000 has been withdrawn in view of new ground (s) of rejection. 

2. Claims 14-21 are pending. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled 
the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for patent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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4. Claims 14-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102 (e) as being anticipated by Nguyen et 
ah (U.S. Pat. No. 6,072,870). 

As per claims 14, 16, 17, Nguyen discloses a secure transmission of data between a plurality 
of computer over a public communication system, such as the Internet (which is equivalent to 
Applicant's claimed invention wherein said method of interfacing a plurality of different access 
devices to either a legacy application or a canonical application) see., abstract, comprising; 
parsing a data stream from the desired application if the desired application is a legacy application 
(see., abstract, lines 1-14); 

creating a token representation of the data stream from the desired application, regardless if the 
application is a legacy application or a canonical application (see., abstract, lines 1-4, col 18, lines 48- 
65, fig 7F); and 

forwarding the token representation to one of the plurality of access devices (see., col 1 8, lines 48-67, 
col 19, lines 1-67, fig 7F). 

As per claim 15, Nguyen discloses the step of displaying the data stream on the one accesss 
device (see., col 3, lines 46-56). 

As per claim 18, Nguyen discloses the step of accessing the one device is a screenphone (see., col 
4, lines 1-4). 
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Claims 19-21 are system%*claims that contain the same limitations as claim 1^ therefore are rejected 
by the same rationale.
